If this re- 
port became the basis of the legislation it 
seeks it would destroy the incentive for im- 
provement and energy in the oil business, and 
that business would Japse into a condition 
where we would pay many times the price we 
now pay for its products. 


**Such thinking and such attacks upon suc- 
cessful business of any kind threatens the 
same disaster.

all improvement. 


‘‘The writer of this editorial does not now 
own, and never has owned, nor expects to 
own, one share of Standard or any other oil 
stock.
